ls Chapter is an Exhor- 
tation to Obedience, de- 
7 livered by Moſes, to the 
SY Children of Iſrael, who 
'* were now about to paſs 
over Fordan, being at length miracu- 
louſly conducted, even to the Borders 
of the promiſed Land, 
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A People theſe were, diſtinguiſh'd by 
ſuch Signs and Wonders, ſurrounded 
with ſuch amazing Proofs of an extra- 
ordinary Providence attending them, as 
loudly called for the Returns of Love 
and Gratitude to the Author of their De- 
liverances ; and could not fail of ſecuring 
their Service and Obedience to the Lord 
God of Iſrael. But their Behaviour was 
different from what might have been 
expected from them, and their Returns 
fell vaſtly ſhort of their Obligations. 


A People they were that had endured 

a long and a cruel Bondage from the 

Hand of Pharaoh, and his Servants ; 

and if Judgments could have humbled 

them, this was enough to have broke 

the Spirits of any People leſs obdurate 
than they were. 


Being delivered from this Bondage, 
they ſojourned in the Wilderneſs forty 
Years, where they were fed and ſuſtain- 
ed by repeated Miracles; yet always 
© > mure 
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murmuring and complaining, always re- 
bellious and diſobedient againſt God, and 
his Servant Moſes. 


Upon this, Myſes, who was too well 
acquainted with the Temper and Spirit 
of this People, not to be aware of the 
Temptations they were moſt likely to 
fall into when they came into Poſſeſſion 
of the good Land of Canaan, gives them 
repeated Admonitions and Advices to 
look back, and remember the Works 
of God ; in particular, how he heard 
their Cry in Egypt, and delivered them 
from their Enemies Hands. He lays 
down this one Injunction, as of more 
Importance than all the reſt, * Only take 
heed to thy ſelf, ſays he, and keep thy 
Soul diligently, left thou forget the Things 
which thine Eyes have ſeen, and left 
they depart from thy Heart all the Days 
of thy Life. Thus again, in the Verſes 
before the Text; f And it ſhall be, ſays 
he, when the Lord thy God ſhall have

brought thee into the Land which he 
feware unto thy Fathers to give thee, a 
Land abounding with all good Things, 
— Then beware left thou forget the 
Lord which brought thee forth out of the 
Land of Egypt, from the Houſe of Bon- 
dage. 


To forget the Lord, is an Expreſſion 
rather figurative than proper ; for no 
Man living ſure can abſolutely, and in 
a literal Senſe, forget the God that form- 
ed and created him at firſt ; that ſuſtain- 
ed and preſerved him from his Youth up 
until now, and that daily pours down 
his Benefits upon him. But 70 forget the 
Lord ſignifies, to live as without God 
in the World, and to negle& thoſe Du- 
ties which the right Remembrance of him 
ſuggeſts to us, and requires from us, We 
do, in effect, forget him when we re- 
gard not the Works of the Lord, nei- 
ther conſider the Operations of his Hands: 
We do actually forget him when we neg- 
le& our Duty, and are utterly unmindfpl 


of our Obligations to him ; but we for- 


get 
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get him moſt of all, when, through our 
Iniquity, Tranſgreſſion, and Sin, we pro- 
yoke his Wrath, and Indignation againſt 
us. When therefore, we are bid to be- 
ware left we forget the Lord; it is an 
Expreſſion that amounts to a ſtrong 
Charge that we ſhould remember him 
in all the Actions of our Lives ; That we 
ſhould habitually preſerve upon our Minds 
an awful Senſe of his Majeſty and Power, 
and a thankful Acknowledgment of his 
Mercy and Goodneſs : That we ſhould ſet 
the Lord always before us, and take him 
into our Conſideration in all our Actions, 
Views, and Enterprizes ; That we ſhould 
have an Eye to his Glory, and walk be- 
fore him in Truth and Holineſs, and per- 
form all thoſe Duties of Religion which 
the Remembrance of God ought in Rea- 
ſon to prompt us to, 


So again, to remember the Works of 
God, implies not a bare and a fruitleſs 
Remembrance of them ; not a thinking 
on them now and then, when we are in 
a = Mood; for after this Manner eyery 

Thing 
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6 A SERMON preach'd in 
Thing that we know will run in our 
Heads at certain Times: So far are we 
from having a perfect Maſtery over our 
Thoughts, that the Things which we 
could wiſh were buried in the Land 
where all Things are forgotten, will oc- 
cur to our Memories, at certain 'Times, 
without our leave, and riſe up in our 
Minds to diſturb and trouble us. But to 
remember the Works of God, implies, 
that our Hearts ſhould be duly affected 
with a Senſe of them ; That we ſhould 
frequently, and on all proper Occaſions, 
revive in our Memories, the Thoughts of 
them ; That we ſhould look back on the 
Things which our Eyes have ſeen, and 
which it concerns us never to forget; 
That we ſhould often reflect and meditate 
on his ineſtimable Benefits in our moſt 
ſerious and retired Thoughts; That we 
ſhould give Adoration and Praiſe to that 
Almighty Power by which they were 
effected; and above all, be careful to 
diſcharge all thoſe Duties to God which 
are the reaſonable Conſequents of ſuch a 
Remembrance, 
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The general Obſervation ariſing from 
the Paſſage before us, is this, 'That 


Plenty and good Things make us for- 


get our ſelves, our Duty and our De- 
pendance ; that when our Obligations 
are the greateſt, we are the leaſt mind- 
ful of them. A fad Reflection on Hu- 
mane Nature! and yet a Reflection that 
carries in it but too much Truth. The 
Caſe of Iſrael is too much the Caſe of 
Mankind; and the Caution given to them 
may properly be applied, by every one 
of us, to our ſelves, hen thou haſt 
eaten, and art full, then beware, leſt 
thou forget the Lord thy God which 
brought thee forth out of the Land of 
Egypt, from the Houſe of Bondage. For 
by their particular Redemption from the 
Land of Egypt, and the Houſe of Bon- 
dage, we may properly enough under- 
ſtand every providential Deliverance of 
ours from Affliction, Calamity, and Di- 
ſtreſs, which calls for a Return of Gra- 
titude and Praiſe, In this. (1 fay) the 
Children of Vrael arc the Picture and 
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Repreſentation of Mankind in Miniature: 
Their Behaviour too plainly ſhews us 
what we all are when Diſtreſs and Mi- 
ſery come upon us, how we cry unto 
the Lord for Succour, and complain unto 
our God. It ſhews us what we are, when 
God has heard our Prayers, has removed 
the Evil we endured, and delivered us 
out of our Diſtreſs : 'That inſtead of fal- 
ling on our Knees before him, we turn 
our Backs upon him ; we unthankfully 
enjoy the Benefit, and rudely deſpiſe the 
Benefactor; we forget the Author of our 
Deliverance, and lightly regard the God 
of our Salvation ; we greedily catch at 
the Bleſſing we were in want of, and go 
our way, and ſtraitway forget what Man- 
ner of Men we were, 


And farther, This Paſſage alſo ſets be- 
fore us what we ſhould be when we are 
in Poſſeſſion of the Bleſſing we ſtood in 
need of from the Hand of God; That 
we ſhould offer unto him Thankſgiving, 


and pay our Vows unto the Moſt High ; 


That we ſhould rightly conſider, that 
every, | 
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every good and perfect Gift is from above, 
and cometh down from the Father of 
Lights ; That 'tis God's Hand that feeds 
us when we are hungry, and cloaths us 
when we are naked ; 'That 'tis he that 
healeth all our Infirmities, and with his 
Hand raiſes us from the Bed of Sickneſs, 
and lifteth us up from the Gates of Death ; 
That tis he that redeems us from Capti- 


vity and Miſery, and brings us forth out 


of the Houſe of Bondage. We muſt re- 
member, that every Giſt of God, is good; 
but yet, that his Giſts are only good to 
Us when received by us with 'Thankſ- 
giving, and ſanctified with Prayer and 
Praiſe, We can but confeſs that we 
are unworthy of the ſmalleſt Favors he 
beſtows upon us ; ſo that we mult for 
ever renounce and diſclaim all Merit and 
Deſervings in our ſelves : But when we 
prove unthankful for his Bleſſings, and 
even for the wonderful Deliverances that 
are wrought for us, in preferving our 
Life from Deſtruction, and crowning us 
with Mercy and Loving-kindneſs, what 
can we expect, but that ſuch an unwor- 
2 thy 
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thy Behaviour ſhould provoke him to de- 
prive us of the Light of his Countenance, to 
withdraw his Hand that ſupports us, and 
to let us ſink into Miſery and Sorrow ? 
Shall the Commonneſs 6f God's Mercies 
depreciate their Worth, and leſſen our 
Eſteem for them 2 Or ſhall an uninter- 
rupted Courſe of Health and Liberty, 


of Eaſe and Proſperity, make us forget 


our Vows which we made in the Day 
of our Diftreſs ? Shall our Peace and 
Plenty only lead us to forget the Hand 
that relieved us in our Wants ? Or ſhall 
a continued Succeſſion of new Benefits 
be ſuffered to ſupplant and deface the 
Memory of old ones? When God is 
kind to the Unthankful, and to the Evil, 
it is not to harden them in their Wick- 
edneſs, we may be ſure ; but that at 
length they may come to ſee, and know, 
and conſider, that the Goodneſs of God 
ought to lead them to Repentance ; and 
where it fails of this Effect, it betrays 
ſuch an Ingratitude, ſuch a Baſeneſs of 


Temper, as is without Excuſe, and is a 


ſure Mark of a moſt diſingenuous, impe- 
nitent, 
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nitent, and incorrigible People. There 
is ſomething in ſuch a Behavior ſo un- 
generous, ſo hateful, as is beneath the 
Spirit of a Man, , This is a Degree of 
Ingratitude inhuman, unnatural, and even 
more than Brutiſh ; ſuch- as the Prophet 
Jaiab complains of in the Jes of his 
Time, and by God's Command, calls 
upon the whole Creation to bear Wit- 
neſs of, to diſclaim and deteſt; ſaying, 
Hear, O Heavens, and give Ear, 
O Farth ; for the Lord hath ſpoken, 
T have nouriſhed and brought up Chil- 
dren, and they have rebelled againſt 
me. The Ox knoweth his Owner, and 
the Aſs his Maſter's Crib ; but Iſrael 
doth not know, my People doth not con- 
ſider. 


They might not know, nor cunſider, 
but forget the Lord their God which 
brought them forth out of the Land of 
Egypt, from tbe Heuſe of Bondage ; 
but ſo cannot Y O U who have this Day 
abundant Reaſon to rejoice in God's

Mercies, and to give Thanks for your 
Deliverance. 


I ſhall not therefore dwell any longer 
on the Ingratitude of the Jes; nor 
yet on that general Reflection, couched 
under this Paſſage of Scripture ; but ap- 
ply the enſuing Part of my Diſcourſe to 


Your particular Caſe, and lay down ſome 


Admonitions and Directions, both for 
your preſent Behaviour, and for the ſu- 
ture Conduct of your Lives. 


You will eaſily perceive that the Drift 
of this whole Diſcourſe has been to in- 
ſtru& you in the Duty of rendring Thanks 
to God for that Mercy and Deliverance 
you are going to be made Partakers of, 
and to preſerve in your Minds a grate- 
ful Senfe of his Goodneſs in this 
Day of Joy and Gladneſs to You, who, 
through the Indulgence of the Govern- 
ment you live under, are going to ex- 
change Imprifonment and Bondage, for 
Liberty and Freedom ; and to be truly 
thankful to God for putting it into the 


Hearts 
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Hearts of your Rulers to commiſerate the 
Wants of their Fellow- Creatures, to 
conſider You in your low Eſtate of Life, 
which is render'd miſerable to your 
ſelves, and uſeleſs to the Publick, and to 
put an End to the Hardſhips and Suffer- 
ings of a Priſon, which you have ſo long 
laboured under. f 


As God's Providence has entruſted me 
with the Charge of miniſtring to you in 
holy Things, and of inſtructing you in the 
Rules of Religion during your Confine- 
ment in this Place; and as you are now 
going to be happily removed from under 
my Miniſtration, to that of the Miniſters 
of the Pariſhes to which you belong ; ſuf- 
fer me, only by way of Diſcharge of my 
Office, and out of a true Regard to your 
temporal and eternal Good, to give you 
ſome of my laſt Inſtructions from this 
Place, and let them abide with you for 
your Behaviour and Deportment when 
you come out into the World, 


Hp 
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Firſt, Then ( after Thankfulneſs to 


God for your Deliverance) let your Gra- 
titude expreſs it ſelf (as it well becomes 
you) in a dutiful Submiſſion, and a wil- 
ling Obedience to the Higher Powers that 
rule over you, who have been the Mini- 
ſters of God to you for good, and the 
Inſtruments, in his Hand, of conveying 
down this Bleſſing to you. 'They re- 
member'd you when you were in Bonds, 
as bound with you; and they conſidered 
the Adverſities you ſuffered, as being 
themſelves alſo in the Body. Remember 
therefore, in return, with grateful Hearts, 
the Duty you owe to theſe your Bencfa- 
ors, who, when you were in Priſon, 
have miniſter'd to your Wants, and have 
viſited and redeemed you out of your Di- 


ſtreſs.

Henceforth, therefore, let no ſecret 


Diſaffection to our happy Eſtabliſhment | 
lurk in your Hearts; much leſs ſhould 


any Railings, or Revilings, or Evil- 
ſpeakings, proceed out of your Mouths : 
EA For 
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For tis a Precept both of the Law, and 
of the Goſpel *, + Thou ſhalt not ſpeak 
Eoil of the Ruler of thy People. But 
follow the Apoſtle's Directions, who hath 
taught us to make || Prayers, and Sup- 
plications, and to give Thanks, for all 
Men ; for the King, and for all that are 
put in Authority under him; that we 
may continue to lead quiet and peaceable 
Lives in all Godlineſs and Honeſty. For 
this is good and acceptable in the Sight of 
God our Saviour. 


In order to ſuch a Temper, confine 
your ſelves, as becomes you, within your 
proper Spheres, your Vocations and Cal 
lings in the World. Meddle not with 
Things above you, as many do, to the 
Neglect of their own Buſineſs, and the 
Ruin of their Families. But, as St. Pau 
adyiſes, ſee J That ye ſtudy to be Quiet, 
and to mind your own \Bufmeſs,” and to

work with your own Hands ; and to walk 
Bongſtiy; and to learn, and labour truly 
and diligently to get your own Livings, 
d to do your Duty to God and Man, 
in that State of Life to which his Provi- 


dence ſhall call you. 


Secondly, I muſt not forget, by the 
Way, to exhort and charge you to have 
a ſtrict Regard to the Oaths that are to 
be adminiſter'd to you, in order to your 
Diſcharge. 


Let not the Deſire of Liberty be of any 


weight with you, when it ſtands in Com- 


petition with the Oath of God: -But be 


content rather to bear your Sufferings, 


than to violate your Faith, or wound 


your Conſciences with wilful and delibe- 
rate Perjury. 


Neither let the Deſire of reſerving ſome- 
thing to ſupport your ſelves, tempt you to 
conceal any Part of your Effects from 
your Creditors. Deliver up fairly and 


, candidly to them all that the Law has 


made 
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made their Due. For conſider rightly, 
that Juſtice and Truth muſt take Place of 
all other Regards. Neither You, nor Yours, 
can have any Right to be maintained 
out of other Men's Goods, kept from 
them againſt their Wills, and in direct 
Contradiction to the Oaths you muſt take. 
This will be purchaſing Liberty at the 
Expence of Conſcience, and contracting 


ſo much Guilt, that your Heart will re- 
proach you for it aslong as you live. 


Thirdly, Let me add this as a general 
Direction, which will be of uſe to you in 
every part of Life; Conſeder your Ways. 
The want of Conſideration expoſes us to 


Temptation, and many a Snare; and is 


the Cauſe of every wrong Choice we 
make: Tis the Occaſion of all the Miſ- 
carriages of our Lives, and of all the 
Evils that come upon us; and without it 
we can neither approve our ſelves to God 
or Man. How many are there among 
us, that ſuffer themſelves to be governed 
by Senſe, without calling in the Aids and 
Succors of Reaſon, that dwell upon pre- 

: D ſent 
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ſent Delights, without giving themſelves 


Time to think of the Conſequences of 


Things ? 'Thus Men live by Chance, and 
act without Deſign, and catch at every 
preſent Pleaſure that comes in their way. 
In vain do they boaſt of that excellent 
Endowment of Reaſon, when nothing of 
it appears in any Action of their Lives. 
But, alas! what have we our Reaſon for, 
but to uſe it, to conſider our Ways, to 
compare Things wiſely together, and to 
judge what will conduce moſt to our real 
Intereſt 2 Can we be ſuch Fools as to 
grow fick of our Liberty, to ſubmit to a 
voluntary Slavery, and to put our Necks 
under every Yoke? * If thou be wife, 
thou ſhalt be wiſe for thy ſelf, ſays Solo- 
mon. Uſe your Liberty according to the 
Rules of Prudence and Moderation ; but 
not ſo as to abuſe it. The Rules of Vir- 
tue and Religion are not ſo rigid and ſe- 
vere, as to forbid you the Enjoyment of 
any Pleaſure that is agreeable to Nature 
and Reaſon, Let no Man then be afraid

of putting all reaſonable Reſtraints upon 


his Paſſions and Appetites ; for ſuch a Uſe 


of Liberty is the ſure way to * and 


increaſe it. 


Remember, that the World you are 
going into is an evil World; a World 
abounding with Snares and Temptations 
to Sin: And remember withal, that much 
depends on your ſetting out right at firſt, 
Begin, therefore, with ſhaking off, and 
leaving behind you, all thoſe Vices, and 
evil Habits, which you may have con- 


tracted in this Place. As your Hearts 


will naturally overflow with Joy at that 
Life of Liberty which is reſtored to you, 
beware that that Joy be not expreſſed 
by Exceſs and Drunkenneſs, by Intempe- 
rance and Debauchery: For conſider, 
that this will be ſetting out in thoſe very 
Paths, and purſuing the ſame Steps which 
have led you into all your Misfortunes : This 
is ſuch a Courſe of Life as will not only 
turn your Heads, and intoxicate your 
Underſtandings, but will ſhortly deprive 


you of that very Liberty which you are 
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but juſt poſſeſſed of; and will, and muſt, 
in the Nature and the Conſequences of 
Things, bring you back to this Place, 
from whence you came. Stand faſt, 
therefore, in the Liberty wherewith you 
are made free, and be not entangled 
again in the Yoke of Bondage. 


But farther, I will not now enquire, 
whether it was through Misfortunes, or 
through Miſconduct, that you came to 
this Place. I will charitably hope the 
beſt : But yet, conſider, that your Con- 
finement here has render'd you incapable 
of ſupporting your Families, and made 
you unſerviceable to the World. Reſolve 
therefore to redeem the Time paſt that 
has been loſt, and wiſely to retrieve that 
uſeleſs Part of Life that has been ſpent 
here, by your future Diligence, and In- 
duſtry in your reſpective Callings. Let 
your honeſt Labour, your Frugality, 
your Temperance, and Sobricty, be vi- 
ſible to all the World. For ſome, per- 
haps, there are in the World, that have 
been injured in their Property, and be- 
| | came 
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came Sufferers in their Fortunes by your 
former Extravagances, which have ren- 
dred you incapable of paying the Debts 
you had contracted, and ſatisfying the 
juſt Demands they had upon you. But 
your paſt Sufferings muſt melt them into 
Pity ;' and, if to this you add your ſu- 
ture Well- behaviour, it can but reconcile 
all ſuch in their Affections towards you, 
and make all your Enemies at Peace with 
you, 


Be ſure you never hereafter indulge 
and give way to a Manner of Life above 
your Circumſtances, or Condition in the 
World, or that does at all exceed the 
Income of your Labor ; for this will in- 
volve you again in the Difficulties you 
have already ſuffered, Regulate your 
Way of Living, by the Rules of Pru- 
dence and Diſcretion, He that lives ac- 
cording to Nature and Reaſon, can ne- 
ver be Poor ; but he that.lives according 
to Opinion and Fancy, will never be 
Rich. Let it be a Rule to keep rather 
within Compaſs, that you may, at all 

| Times 
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Times, have a Reſerve to ſupply acci- 


dental Wants, and ſomething to give to in 
him that needeth. * 
2 in 
Conſider eſpecially, that the Regard pr 
you owe to your Families, if you have pi 
them, and the Duty of making Provi- th 
ſion for them, is of ſuch a Nature, that ti 
a great Part of your Religion is to be ex- th 
preſo d by it. If you have Wives and ct 
Children, that are unable to earn their th 
own Bread, they have a Title, both ar 
by the Laws of God and Man, to be L. 
maintained by You, and to be fed and hi 
cloathed out of your Labor; and if you to 
negle& to do it, you are anſwerable to 
God, to Them, and to the Publick for that 
Neglect. Hear only what St. Paul ſays di 
of ſuch; * If any Man (ſays he) pro- F 
vide not for his own, and eſpecially for ſo 
thoſe of bis own Houſe, be hath deni- 92 
ed the Faith, and is worſe than an In- hi 
del. | li; 
* 1 Tim. 5. 8. 


Again, 
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Again, Fourthly, Forbear the frequent= 
ing Publick Houſes, and being heated 
with ſtrong Liquors; which not only 
introduces an evil inveterate Habit, but - 
proves an Inlet to many Vices : It ſtu- 
pifies the Senſes, and deprives Men of 
their Reaſon : It prevents Thinking; and 
tis this alone that enervates and deſtroys 
the diſtinguiſhing Faculty of Man, and 
changes him into a Beaſt. Shall a Man 
then be a Slave to his Appetite, and like 
another Eſau, fell his Birthright of 
Liberty, for a Meſs of Pottage, to regale 
his Appetite, or for a Draught of Drink, 
to quench his Thirſt 2 


Remember the Parable of the + Pro- 
digal Son, who was eager to have his 
Fortune in his own Hands, and had no 
ſooner got it, but he fell into Extrava- 
gances, and waſted, and ſquandred away 
his Subſtance with Harlots, and riotous 
living, till he had reduced himſelf to that

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low Condition, as to be hired out to 
feed Swine in the Fields ; and his Wants 
were ſo preſſing, and his Hunger fo 


ſharp, that he would have eat among 


them, and filled his Belly with the Husks 
that they fed upon. His Brain had been 
diſtempered with high Feeding, but this 
low Living was Phyſick to him; it 
cooled his Blood, and brought him to 
himſelf: This ſet him a thinking of what 
he had been doing, and made him bit- 
terly reflect on his paſt Courſe ; This 
brought to his Mind the plentiful Fare of 
his Father's Houſe, and that the mean- 
eſt of his Servants had Fulneſs of Bread, 
when he had none to eat: Now he would 
have been glad of ' the Crumbs that fell 
from the Servants Table. What then 


does he do? Why, his Wants taught 


him Wiſdom, and made him reſolve to 
ariſe, and return to his Father, whom 
he had forſaken, to acknowledge his 


Unworthineſs, and ask his Forgiveneſs, _ 


Upon this, the Bowels of a tender Fa- 
ther earned over him, and inclined him 
to paſs over all the Follies of his repent- 
ing Prodigal. If

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IF this be the Caſe of any aiding You; | 
ariſc then, as He did, and return at length 


from the Evil of your Ways: Acknow- 


ledge your Tranſgreſſions againſt your 
heavenly Father, and your earthly Pas 


rents, and ſay, Father, I hace famed 


againſt Heaven, and before Thee, and 
am no more worthy to be called thy Sn. 


Laftly, For I ſhall add only one Ad- 
vice more before I conelude'; and that 
is, Let your paſt Sufferings teach you 
this Piece of Wiſdom, to owe no Man 
any Thing; to truſt no Man ſo far with 
your Liberty, as to put it into his Power 
to deprive you of it, and make you his 
Priſoner. Can there be a greater Sla- 
very upon Earth, or can there be a 
Mark of a baſer Spirit, than to ſubmit 
to ſuch Circumſtances, as to be afraid to 
ſee any Man living? What a Folly and 
Indiſcretion is it, for a Man to bring him- 


ſelf into a voluntary Bondage, and to 


owe, even his Liberty, to the Courteſie 
of another ? For the Debtor is the Cre- 
E ditor's 
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ditor's Criminal, and he can ſieze his Per- 
ſon when he pleaſes. 


Remember this, and ſhew your ſelves 


Men. Haſte not, with the Bird, to the 
Snare of the Fowler, which he has been 
| juſt delivered from; but let Diſcretion 
preſerve you, and Underſtanding keep 
you in all your Ways. 


As for You that remain under your 
Confinement, as not being qualified for a 
Diſcharge, according to the Intent and 
Meaning of this Act: Let only this Uſe 


be made of your preſent Sufferings, to 


confeſs the Righteouſneſs of God in all 
that is brought upon you ; to amend what 
is amiſs in you, and to labour after thoſe 
| Graces and Virtues you ſtand in need of. 
May the Evils you endure, work your 
Good ; and may the Puniſhing of your 
Bodies, be the ſaving of your Souls in the 
great and terrible Day of the Lord. 


May your Creditors abate their Ri- 
gour towards you, whilſt they conſider 
You 
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ou as Brethren, and Themſelves as Debt- 
s alſo to God in an infinite Sum; and 
ay this incline them to have Compaſ- 


ſion on their Fellow-Servants, even as 
God has Pity on Them. 


In the mean Time, May God give you 
Patience under your Sufferings, and a 
happy Iſſue out of all your Afiiftions. 


And let Us all beſeech Almighty God 
to give us truly thankful Hearts, forall the 
Mercies of our Life paſt, and to grant Us 
all true Repentance, and his Holy Spirit, 
that the reſt of our Life hereafter may be 
pure and holy, ſo that at the laſt, we may 
come to his eternal Foy, through Feſus 
Chrift our Lord. Amen.
